nation of nitric and muriatic aelds to 
get either of these two metals in solu- 
tion, Silver, on the other hand, ts 
readily soluble in nitric acid. No one 
ever thought of testing a nitric acid 
solution of silver for the presence of 
platinom because of the theory, sound 
us religion, that platinum could not be 
dissolved by uitric acid. ‘Therefore, it 
was argued, if there wasn't enough 
silver in the solution to make it worth 
while to extract it, then, of course, 
there could not be any platinum, so 
into the sewer it went.

Fa s tl  clesy sto the 
very that for years out of wem- 
ory untold quanfities,of the prectous 
metal, essential above all others in 
electrical manufactures, bad been run- 
ning into the sewer. All solutions were 
carefully tested. Salts of iron were 
added, precipitates supposedly of silver 
were analyzed, and since then plati- 
num at the rate of $5,000 a month has 

been offered for sale by Uncle Sam. 

It is interesting to trace the sources 
of this gold in that the facts suggest 
that sooner or later deposits of platt- 
num Io large quantities are going to 
be found. Little of the gold coming 
from the western United states and 
Alaska contains platinum. Itis found 
almost entirely in the gold mined in 
Mexico and South America. Gold from 
these districts Is coming fn larger 
quantities year after year. It is found, 
for instance, in what is popularly 
known as Guinea gold. Guinea gold 
bas a peculiar fuster all its own. It is 
highly prized in the jewelry trade for 
thls same peculiar color,

The effect of tire 
stuble manure, however, was much 
greater, . 

It was thought that the-oil contained 
in the sweepings ;might affect their 
fertilizing properties. In order to study 
this point the ofl was extracted and its 
effect on plant growth was tested. In 
every case it proved harmful. The 
sweepings from which dt had been ex- 
tracted were next tested. In this case 
the growth was about equal to that 
caused by the stable manure, In other 
words, street sweepings from which 
the oil has been extracted are prac- | 
tically equal to stable manure ia fer- 
tilizing value. If some method could 
be discovered whereby the oll could 
be economically extracted street sweep- 
ings, on account of their comparatively 


low cost, should constitute a valuable | 


source of fertilizer to the trucker and , 
farmer.—Country Gentleman.
